SECTION  C Sanitary  circumstances  of  the-  Area. 

Main  sewerage  works  and  outfalls  have  been  satisfactorily 
maintained.  Sewers,  where  called  for,  have  been  periodically 
flushed.  Repairs  and  renewals  on  automatic  flushing  apparatus 
for  sewer  flushing  have  been  executed.  House  scavenging  has 
been  maintained  on  a fortnightly  collection  basis,  and  removed 
for  incineration  to  the  Refuse  Destructor. 

The  public  water  supply  has  been  maintained  in  an  efficient 
manner,  and  chlorinated.  S<omples  have  been  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  find  these  have  proved  satisfactory. 


SECTION  Do  Housing. 

Nothing  much  has  been  possible  in  this  direction.  A large 
proportion  of  houses  of  the  apartment  type  have  been  under 
Military  requisition,  and  with  the  release  of  these,  more 
accommodation  will  be  assured.  Several  larger  houses  have 
been  utilised  as  flats,  necessitating  minor  alterations. 

■SECTION  5.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk  Supply.  Inspection  of  premises  has  been  made,  and 

samples  submitted  for  biological  examination. 
There  is  only  one  producer  in  the  Urban  District. 

Meat  and  other  A considerable  number  of  inspections  of 

Foods. premises  where  foodstuffs  are  prepared  and 

sold,  has  been  made.  150  lbs  of  meat  has 
boon  condemned  and  destroyed.  Other  seizures 
of  fish  (75  lbs),  cheese,  flour,  tinned  milk 
and  cakes  have  been  effected  and  dealt  with.
